1986-87 Revised Operating Budget 


The Rector referred to document BG-86-10-D56 and reminded the members that the 
budget had been approved by the Board in May 1986 with the understanding that 
necessary revisions might be made during the course of the year. He noted that the 
present document includes some necessary updates and referred the members to 
document BG-86-10-D56.1, "Notes on 1986-87, Operating Budget, November 1986" for 
details.

It was moved and seconded (Kenniff, Hill):

Report of the Communications Committee 


The Chairman, Mr. Firth, reported that the Committee had met on October 15, 1986. 
This first meeting of the academic year gave the members the opportunity to become 


acquainted and to consider the mandate of the Committee. The next meeting is scheduled 
for December 10, 1986. 


Notice of Amendment to the By-laws 


A notice of change in Section VIII, Article 22 and Article 23 of the By-laws was tabled 
for action at the Board meeting of December 1986. This amendment is intended to make 
the list conform to the present structure of the senior administration of the University. 


Objection was raised to the use of the word "Chair" and "Vice-Chair" to designate the 
Chairman and the Vice-Chairman of the Board. 


Correspondence 


The Secretary read a letter from Dr. John Hill tendering his resignation from the Board of 
Governors and the Corporation of Concordia, effective December 8, 1986 because he is 
assuming the position of resident Director of the Shastri Indo-Canadian Institute in New 
Delhi, India, beginning in January 1987. 


The Chairman congratulated Dr. Hill on his new appointment and thanked him for his 
devoted service on the Board of Governors. 


Report of the Director of the Capital Campaign 


Mr. McNaughton introduced Mr. R. Wyeth to the Board. The Rector summarized the 
recent reorganization of the capital campaign. In the Spring of 1986 the first phase of the 
campaign was terminated- The firm of Ketchum Co., Pittsburgh, U.S.A. was appointed to 
supervise the second phase. In May of this year Mr. R. Wyeth was delegated Director of 
the Campaign. 


Extensive preparation is considered essential for the success of the campaign during the 
coming months. Mr. Wyeth, with the assistance of University volunteers and Governors, 


Mr. W. Stinson, Mr. C. Taylor, and Mr. D. W. McNaughton, has established a plan and 
prepared documents, literature and a slide presentation. 


The Director of the Campaign briefly explained the three elements he considered basic for 
success: 1) a compelling need; 2) a sufficient source of contributions; and 3) willing 


volunteers. 


The Governors were given a booklet "The Case for Support" and saw a screening of the 
audio-visual presentation to be used to support campaign solicitation.
